The Battle of secessionville was fought near Charleston, south Carolina on 
June 16, 1862. It was the North's first major effort to rake Charleston. 
During this barre, Two brorhers named James and Alexander Campbell 
fought on opposite sides--James as a Liewtenant in the Contederare army 
and Alexander as a Color sergeant in the 79th Highlander Regiment. The 
brothers only later learned that they had fought directly against each other 
af secessionville. The Charleston Courier called the two brothers "another 
Mustvation of the deplorable consequences of this tratricidal war."
